John Philip Kemble (1757-1823), celebrated actor, was the son of Roger 
Kemble, manager of an itinerant company of actors. He first appeared in London 
as Hamlet in 1783; he retired from the stage in 1817 and died six years later. 
He was the brother of Mrs Siddons and of Charles Kemble. 

Lawrence painted Kemble in four different roles: as Rolla in Sheridan’s 
Pizarro, as Hamlet, Coriolanus, and lastly, as Cato in Addison’s play; together 
with a smaller replica of the Hamlet (see Armstrong, p 143). Armstrong records 
the portrait of Kemble in the role of Cato, but whether he refers to this picture or 
to another picture of which this is again a smaller replica is uncertain.
